M. Doxiadis, Greek ininisler of refugees, is out of accord 


\vifh public scnlinient among European statesmen. 
He in- 


serts thai tlie American navy is the real "dove of peace." 
While olher lairope.in and some American statesmen are 
anxiously working for the destruction of our water defenses as 
a means of securing- peace in the world, the statement of the 
Greek minister conies as a note of discord in the harmonious 
song of destruction. 


While many Americans have forgotten that wonderfully 


potent statement of Patrick Henry when he said: "We can 
judge the future only by the past"; while lEuropean diplomats 
are .assuring us that (he only way to secure peace is by scrap- 
' fing our navy and sitting down helpless in the face of human 


P'tssion and greed; this man, whose-mtion lives in the past, 
n.v'ures us that the American navy hovers over (he seas as a 
true harbinger of peace. 


He tells us thai we are not so prepared for the exigencies of 


war; not alone for the purpose of fighting, but for a higher and 
nobler purpose of assuring the world that we can fight if we 
are forced and fight to win. When the navy of Uncle Sam 
quietly slips into the troubled water of European or other con- 
tinental affairs, the boys who were scrapping pause for a mo-

quietly withdraw in peace. 


If there is no other excuse for (he navy of the United States, 


v/e should maintain one because of the powerful influence it 
wields in worldly affairs.

It has awed the seas, not by its ferocity, but by the determined 
persistency of i(s cource. When the" admiral of (he German 
fleet at Manila Bay placed his vessel between those of this 
country and Spain, Admiral Dev/ey calmly told him if he 
wanted war, lie could have it, the German knew it meant fight 
or quit. He quit. Not because of any bluster or bluff on the 
part of the American commander, but because he meant busi- 
ness.
